WINTERING BEES

(Experimental Farms Note ) 


There are three important factors 
in successful wintering of bees on the 


prairies, namely: 
1 Strong colonies’ 


2 An abundance of .wholesome 


stores 
3 Adequate protection from wind 
“and changeable temperatures 
By strong colonies is meant popu- 
lous colonies having sufficient bees 
to cover at lease eight frames with a 
good percentage of young bees 
Weak colonies should be united be 
fore fall feeding starts Two surplus 
queens may be wintered in the same 
hive having a bee-tight division board 


1a the center with at least four fram- | 


¢s of bees on each side. 

An abundance of stores means suf 
ficient to carry the colony through the 
winter and brooding season in the 
spring The common Langstroth hive 
containing bees and stores for winter 
with cover removed should weigh at 
east seventy-five pounds. Any colony 
weighing less on October 1st should 
be fed untti the proper weight is reach 
ed By wholesome stores is meant food 
which by reason of its purity is least 
by reason of its purity is least likely 
to cause dysentery. The safest food 
for wintering has been found to be 
ugar made by thoroughly dissolving 
two parts pure granulated white sug- 
ar in one part of hot water For every 
ten pounds of sugar used in this way 
about nine pounds of stores are added 
to the weight of the colony Perhaps 
the most common way of feeding is 
to invert a ten-pound pail of sugar 
Syrup on the top of the frames and 
protect same by an extra empty super 
The lid of the paid should be well fit 
ted and filled with holes about the 
size of a darning needle : 

As for adequate protection for the 
bees in winter this may be provided 
by either a good cellar or a wintering 
case located in a sheltered place. The 
nain disadvantage of cellar wintering 
is the exposure during changeable 
weather before time to move to the 
cellar. During this time the other 
colonies are in wintering cases and 
after the colonies are placed in the 
cellar the outside colonies often get 
a flight on a mild day and in spring 
usually start brood-rearing earlier. 
The cellar temperature for bees 
should be held from 45 to §0 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The corner where the 
hives are located should be kept dark 
by the yse of necessary curtains and 
care should be taken to prevent mice 
from entering the hive 

The wintering case outside should 
be located where the direct winds 
do not strike it. Where trees or hedg 
es are not present temporary board 
fences are valuable to break the wind

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The goat produces about twice as 
much milk as the cow, in proportion 
to its body weight. While a cow 
yields five or six times its body weight 
in milk yearly the goat may yield 
from ten to fifteen times its weight. 
Thus by good feeding from 600 to 
1,100 quarts of milk may be obtained 
from a goat in a year 

Goats provide milk about six 
months of the twelve. A common or 
scrub goat will produce approximate- 
ly 2 quarts a day, 3 quarts being a 
very satisfactory yield. A good breéd 
of Toggenburg will produce from 3 
to 4 quarts while some will produce 
as high as 7 quarts a day. 

Goats are virtually immune to tu- 
berculosis as shown by tests that 
were made on all the goats in Prus- 
sis, where the Toggenbures come 
from These tests gave a postive re- 
action in only 0.4 to 0.6 per cent 
The possibility of transmitting to in- 
fants a passive immunity to tubercu- 
losis by transferring to them the na 
tural anti-bodies in the goat’s milk 
is at the present time being inevsti- 
pated

} (anti-scorbutic: preventive or scurvy) 
than cow’s milk Moore made some 
experiments with two sets of guinea- 
'pigs feeding one set with goat’s milk 
the other set with cow’s milk The 
ores fed with goat’s milk grew nor 


mally with no signs of scorbutus; the |: 


cues fed with cow’s milk developed 
scurvy 

Goat’s milk like that of the cow 
contains more protein than human 
milk. The casein of the milk of both 
animals is the same except that the 
casein coagulum of goat’s milk forms 
a firmer and more compact mass 
than that of the cow 

The fat content of goat’s milk runs 
a little higher than that of cow’s milk 
—2.5 to 7.5 per cent. The butter fat 
is white and is; very like that of hu- 
man milk. The fat globules are of 
uniform size in very small droplets 
—much smaller than those of cow’s 
milk. ‘Ninety per cent of the fat 
globules of cow’s milk are over 4 
microns in diameter, whereas in 
goat’s milk only ten per cent are over 
four microns while over fifty per cent 
are less than two microns (A micron 
iz one-millinth of a meter) , 

Goats milk contains considerably 
less sugar than human milk. Goat’s 
milk differs materialy from cow’s 
milk with respect to the phosphates 
present in each. Both contain more 
phosphates than tuman milk which 
«orntains no insoluble phasphates what 
ever. ‘Goat’s milk has more chorides 
than either human milk or cow’s milk 
It alse contains more iron than cow’s 
milk

Some interesting phenomena that 
may lead to the discovery of new 
facts regarding the upper atmosphere 
of the earth are being studied and re- 
corded nightly at the University of 
Chicago. These phenomena which 
scientists have as yet been unable to 
fully explain have been called radio 
echoes 
Stimulated by the problem of radto 
interference which sometimes causes 
the reception of extra dots and dash 
es and serious confusion in commer- 
cial messages, two physicists have 
found their work resolving itself into 
an exploration of air strata 200 miles 
cutside the earth 
It has been known that radio sig- 
rals on short wave lengths under 
favorable conditions, travel around 
the world as many as three times be- 
received at intervals of one- 
seventh of a second since’ radio 
|waves being a form of light waves 
‘travel at the rate of light, 186,000 
miles a second. This round-the-world 
phenomenon together with other 
‘echoes” coming at a much shorter 
time has given rise to the theory of 
a radio resistant layer, the Kennelly 
Heaviside layer which is a strata of 
electrons created by the sun ranging 
from seventy-five miles to 150 miles 
outside the earth depending on wheth 
«) it is day or night winter or sum- 
mer 
The radio signals with which the 
Chicago scientists are working are 
transmitted into space and are found 
to be reflected back again in about 
€.02 of a second, the exact time be- 
ing measured by according the sig- 
nals on a rapidly moving phonto- 
graphic film. The interesting point is 
that the echoes are coming back too 
fast to be caused by the signal travel 
ing around the earth and are probab 
ly therefore being reflected from some 
resisting layer at the outer edge of 
the earth’s atmosphere

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FALL PREPARATIONS FOR 
' THE LAMB CROP 


oO 


( Experimental Farms Note) 


Minimum attention to the breeding 
flock during the autumn. months is 
one of the major causes of ‘a small 
lamb crop "4 

The lambs should be weaned in the 
month of August or September, de- 
pending chiefly on three factors: 

1 The age and thriftiness of the 
lambs; 

2 The condition of the ewes during 
the summer months; 

3 The time of the lambing season 

‘The first week after the lambs are 
weaned the ewes should be pastured 
on a field in which there is very little 
succulence in order to prevent udder 
trouble. The ewes should be inspected 
daily during this week to see that 
their udders do not become caked. A 
ewe which has an abundant supply of 
milk should. be partially milked out 
for three or four days after the lambs 
are removed. After all danger of ud- 
der trouble is over the ewes should 
be “flushed” i.e. brought into good 
condition on a succulent pasture; such 
as alfalfa aftermath. sweet clover or 
a good brome pasture. The latter has 
given excellent results in. the prairie 
provinces during a wet season. Often 
the run of the stubble fields will bring 
the, ewes into good condition for 
breeding 

At the Experimental Station. Ros- 
thern. in the fall of 1927 the ewes 
were divided into three groups One 
lot of twelve ewes were given access, 
to a field of alfalfa'aftermath for two 
months previous to the breeding sea- 
son. Lot No. 2 had access to sweet 
clover and Lot No 3 had access to a 
bare stubble pasture where there was 
very little aftermath. The rams were 
in approximately the same, condition 
when they were put with the ewes 
The ‘ewes were all ‘weighed at the be- 
ginning of the experiment. The ewes 
on the alfalfa aftermath made slight- 
iy greater gains than those on sweet 
clover pasture, while those on the 
bare stubble made very small gains 
The ewes were housed and fed, the 
same ration during the winter months 
Lots No 1 and 2 commenced to lamb 
the first of March and Lot No 3 the 
25th of March 
The twelve ewes in Lot No 1 had 
23 lambs weighing 187.0 pounds at 
birth, average weight 8.1 pounds Of 
these fourteen were twins, six trip- 
lcts and three were singles There was 
one weak lamb in this lot which died 
within twenty-four hours 
The twelve ewes in Lot No 2 ‘had 
39 strong healthy lambs weighting 
169.5 or an average o2 8.9 pounds 


—_|There were three triplets, ten twins 


and six singles-in this lot 

The ewes in Lot 3 had 15 lambs 
weighing 130 pounds or an average 
of 8.6 pounds with six twins, and nine 
singles Three of these lambs were 
dead at birth 

The results of the experiment would 
go to show the importance of flush- 
ing the ewes previous to the breed- 
ing season 

The rams should be removed from 
thee wes in August and brought into 
good breeding condition by feeding 
them a little grain,. one-half to one 
pounds per day (three parts oats and 
cne part bran) depending on their 
condition. They should be allowed 
to take sufficient exercise so that they 
will be very active when the mating 
season arrives ‘

A further supply of airplanes and 
airplane parts arrived in Montreal 
recently when the Canadian Pacific 
freighter “Beaverford” brought two 
De Haviland Moth planes, one case 
of wings and two cases of spare 
parts. 


A call for tenders for a large 
elevator with a capacity of 1,500,000 
bushels has been sent out by ‘the 
Saint John Harbor Commission. 
The new structure is to be erected 
on the Colwell Fuel Company’s site, 
in West Saint John, the work of 
construction to be got under way 
as soon as Possible. 

A Cadillac sedan equipped with 
rubbber insulated steel flanged 
wheels has been specially equipped 
by the Angus Shops of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Montreal for the 
use of the engineering department 
of that company on _ inspection 
trips. The machine has an extra 
braking system operated by the 
steering wheel and can make as 
great a speed on the rails as it 

"can on the highway. Over seventy 
miles an hour was made on a trial 
run. 


A big black bear tried to stop a 
Canadian Pacific freight train the 
other day near Arndale station in 
Northern Frontenac county in On- 
tario, and when the encounter was 
over there was not enough of the 
bear left to make a pair of mitts. 
Bruin evidently wandered on tothe 
tracks during the night and was 
blinded by the glare of the head- 
light. Black bear are _ found 
throughout Eastern Canada but 
are not often seen, except during 
the berry season, as they are night 
prowlers. 


Addressing the Board of Trade of 
Vancouver, recently, E: W. Beatty, 
Chairman and President of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, stated that 
present prosperity in Canada is 
clearly indicated by four main fac- 
tors: Record of railway car load- 
ings (showing the volume of busi- 
ness), employment returns, reports 
of financial houses, and building 
construction. These indices were 
of special value, he remarked, be- 
cause of the wide range of activity 
which they reflect. The gross earn- 
ings of the company, he added, 
had been greatly decreased, how- 
ever, by reduced freight rates. 

A unique piece of railway equip- 
ment, a dynamometer car, has been 
constructed by the Angus shops for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. The 
apparatus is intended to test the 
efficiency of locomotives at various 
speeds and is placed between the 
tender and the train during opera- 
tion. - The forces exerted on the 
coupler of the car are transmitted 
hydraulically , to an_ instrument
